It would be a mistake to think, however, that 
the Government have altogether neglected their 
responsibility in the matter. They, as well as 
employers, have given the sub- 
ject very careful thought. The 
Ministry of Munitions is put- 
ting up canteens. It is not 
prepared, for the time, at any 
rate, to undertake the erection 
of recreation centres. How- 
ever, the proverb that all work 
and no play makes Jill a dull 
girl holds good in munition 
work just as much as in any 
other field of labour; and to 
provide recreation and canteen 
huts where hot meals can be 
bought, where sympathetic 
workers help to. create an air 
of friendship and: kindliness, 
and where workers can rest be- 
fore returning to work, is one 
of the principal duties under- 
taken by the Association since 
the war. Already about fifty 
huts have been built, equipped, 
and are running in munition 
areas, and some eighty clubs are being con-
